On tho momlnt; of Foljruarjr 17, 196't' this office vaa 
notified that the SXTBJJSCT had contacted the Albuquerque off ioe 
of tho Federal Bureau of Inyestigatlon on Saturdajr, Februarjr 13» 
1964 and had told the agonts in that office that he vaa enrout* 
to Dallas to testify in tho JACK RUBY trial. The SUBJECT v&s 
asked if he had a subpoena as a witness and he stated 'Ko, but ' 
that he was golnff to be there any how and testify.' 

This SUBJECT had previously oontaoted the Federal Bureatt 
of Investigation Agents in Portlan'I, Oregon and had told the 
Agents that ha had dreamed that LBS UAR7ST OSWALD was going to - 
kill the President in tho nonth of November, 196?. The SUBJECT ' 
stated that this dresiii had oocured in July of 19£}» 

The Dallas FBI Agents stated that the SUBJECT was 
probably onrouto to Dallao and that he was driving a 19^0 
OldQQObils sodan, 2 door, color beige, bearing Oregon I96J 
license 24-7807. 

At approximately lliOO aa 2-17-6'^, the SUBJECT was 
arrested at tho Dallas County Distriot Attorney's Office and . 
had a pistol in his possossion. This arrest was effected by 
A Dallas Police Officer and a Dallas County Deputy Sheriff. 
SUBJECT alpo had in his possession a rubber stamp for making 
cords imprinted 'HELP SSAtIP OUT KIKES TUB NECnoiD S^ITICS 
WAIIT TO IHTEORATE THEIH MSCRO COUSINS — REACTIONAST HO, 
A oOpy of this stamp is attached to eaoh oopy of this report* .
